Att's latest instructions in regard to calling 
a State Convention. 

These counties are: Bates, Barry, Cape 
Girardeau, Carroll, Howard, Howell, Lac- 
lede, Nodaway, Pike, Polk, Ray and Vernon. 

Chairman Sims has issued a call for the 
Audrain committee to reconvene in this 
city next Saturday, July 13. The Audrain 
committee met May 28 and passed resolu- 
tions for a State Convention, but under 
Chairman Maffitt’s revised ment, 
which excludes all counties which acted on 
or before June 1, it is necessary to meet 

in. 

Mr. Cook expects a general compliance 
with Charman Maffitt’s latest conditions 
throughout the State, and says that by 
July 16 a sufficient number of counties will 
have acted to make the necessary ority. 

As to what remaining counties will act 
this week Mr. Cook is not able to say, but 
he is certain that within ten days Mr. Maf- 
fitt will have the list of the majority of 
County Committees which favor a State 
Convention. The citizens of this county 
are largely in favor of having a State Con- 
vention

He observed with especial in- 
terest the popularity of the English silver 
coin Known as the chop dollar, and ex- 
presses the opinion that the United States 
should lose no time in imitating the ex- 
ample of Great Britain in preparing a 
special coin for the trans-Pacific trade. 

1 have,” said Mr. Doolittle, “already 
been quoted upon this subject and do 
not wish to be put in the 1 t of unduly 
pressing my views on the public. I feel 
the importance of the question, however. 
The good feeling on the part of both the 
Chinese and the Japanese towards the 
United States is unmistakable, and the uni- 
versal expression of opinion among Ameri- 
dans in both China and Japan was that if 
the United States Government would only 
devote itself to the undertaking it could 
secure for the American people a large 
share of the Oriental trade which now goes 
to Europe. 2 

“Bliver is the money of the Orient. Gold 
is at a discount there. While gold is more 
valuable than silver at the established 
ratio, even then the people prefer the white 
metal, and I think that the United States 
would score a great gain in that section of 
the world by opening its mints to the 
absolute free coinage of silver. In lieu of 
that and at least temporarily, I should like 
to see the chop dollar scheme adopted. The 
chop dollar is a coin containing about 416% 
grains, a little heavier than our American 
silver dollar. Its particular value consists 
that it is known to the Orientals to be 
what it — to de. They are suspicious 
of new designs. This fact explains the suc- 
cess of the Mexican‘and the chop dollar 
in those lands and the comparative failure 
of our trade dollar ef a few years since.” 

Mr. Doolittle says thet according to his 
observation there were more of the chop 
coins than Mexican coins in circulation. 
They are marked on one side by the pro- 
file of Queen Victoria and on the other by 
the Oriental characters indicating their 
value. The English Government has found 
the device to work so well that a large 
British mint is being established at Hong 
Kong for their coinage. 

“T see no reason,” said Mr. Doolittle, 
“why the United States could not devise a 
coin which would be just as popular. It 
would provide a market for a portion of 
our silver product, but above all would 
according to my opinion go a long way tow- 
ards promoting our trade in that part of 
the world. A chop dollar will buy as much 
in China or Japan as three gold dollars will 
ou in the United States.“ 

r. Doolittle would not undertake to 
say what amount of these coins should 
be minted in this country, merely expressing 
the opinion that the quantity should be 
controlied by the demands of our trade. 
He thinks that with this concession to 
the Orientals and with a general reform in 
our consular systems and the subsidizing 
of a few steamshi in the Pacific, the 
commerce of the United States with the 
Orient could be increased many fold.

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‘ HUGGING DELUSIONS, 


The New York Evening Post's Missis- 
sippi news and views appear to be about 
as reliable as the information it has been . 
printing from its St. Louis correspondent | 
regarding the “decline of the free silver 
erase“ in Missouri. In one e. its last 
week's issues it declared that the people 
are serving notice upon, the politicians 
that the latter “have greatly over es- 

~~<timated the interest of the masses in the 
free coinage question,” and that conse- 
quently the candidates are withdraw- 
ing their attention from the silver ques- | 
tion. 

Now for the facts. In a number of the 
counties—precisely how many we are not 
sure—the delegates to the State nomin- + 
ating convention have been elected. In 
each of these counties resolutions declar- 
ing strongly and unequivocally for the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 have been adopted. Every one of the 
delegates elected is pledged to one or the 
other of the candidates who have de- 
clared for free silver. Not one of them 
is for Gov. Stone for Senator or for a 
so-called sound money” man for Gov- 
ernor. The indications are that the 
“sound money” men will not be heard of 
in the convention. 

As its readers crave this sort of mis- 
information, it is altogether likely that 
the Evening Post will continue to furnish 
it. But what is gained by such self-de- 
ception? How does it help the Wall 
street crusade for gold monometallism to 
distort facts and to hug the delusion that 
“the free silver craze is dying out?“ 

No competent observer who has re- 
cently traveled through the West and 
South, or who has taken other methods 
o* informing himself, believes that the 
demand of the people for genuine bi- 
metallism is less strenuous and deter- 
mined than it was a month or six months 
or a year ago. Very few would deny 
that the believers in and advocates of the 
free coinage of both money metals are 
more numerous in both parties than ever 
before. There are no signs whatever 
of a break in the ranks or a decline in the 
enthusiasm of the silver men. 

All that can be truthfully said in favor 
of the opposing view ls this. As thefiscus- 
gion has proceeded and the issue be- 
come more clearly defined, many who 
Have been secretly opposed to free silvar 
but have kept quiet about it have gained 
the courage of their convictions and ere 
now avowing themselves as gold stand- 
ard men. As many of these are men of 
influence in their respective communities, 
it is to be expected that they will shake 
the faith of some and even make con- 
verts to their views.

A DRINE-JUSTIFYING MEAL. 


The Police Commissioners and Magis- 
trates of New York City have been en- 
gaged in a grave discussion of the ques- 
tion of what constitutes a meal. 

The object of the discussion is neither 
scientific nor social. It is not proposed 
to determine how much food is required 
to support strength with a view to in- 
structing the public in domestic economy, 
or the science of nutrition, nor is it pro- 
posed to declare how little food a restau- 
rateur may. set before a patron and yet 
collect his money, nor what the quantity 
and quality of the spread necessary to 
fulfill the laws of hospitality and to pro- 
tect the host from the scorn or the fists 
of his guests. 

The deliberations of these able reform 
officials are prompted solely by the ne- 
cessity of deciding how much food must 
be served on Sunday to a guest in a hotel 
in order to justify serving a drink with 
it.

STATE COURT RULES. 


Its Authority. Not Lessened by Clash- 
ing With a Federal Court.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 9.—Divi- 
sion No. 1 of*the Supreme Court had a ses- 
sion this morning. Opinions were handed 
down in eight cases. That of Rogers et 
al. vs. Cleveland Building Co. comprehends 


u construction of the law governing the 
rights of parties when there is a clash 
of authority between the State and Federal 
Courts in relation to debtors’ _,.property. 
A deed of trust was placed upofi a theater. 
Subsequently a mechanics’ lien attached to 
the property. Later the deed of trust was 
sold. Proceedings upon the lien were insti- 
tuted and the property was sold. There- 
after Judge Ph pe appointed a receiver 
for the property. he question was wheth- 
er the appointment of the receiver could 
give such receiver control of the property 
to the exclusion of the rights which had 
theretofore vested in the States Courts. 

This court, quoting Federal authcrity, 
finds that the control of any property is 
in the court which first records a lien or 
other pedement against it, and that the 
appointment by Judge Phillips of a recei- 
ver could not and dces not give to such re- 
celver powers antedating the appointment 
nor detract anything from the rights which 
had before that been vested in the State 
Courts.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 9.—In Di- 
vision No. lof the Supreme Court writs of 
attachment were to-day ordered to issue 
against the county judges of Montgomery 
County for contempt, for alleged violations 
of a Supreme Court order by the county 
judges. On Dec. 24. 1894, the county judges 
of Montgomery County entered an order 
of record, declaring that by a majority vote 
of the voters of the county the county seat 
had been changed from Danville to Mont- 
gomery City.

Ellis vs. Elkins et 
al., those opposed to the removal of the 
county seat began an action in prohibition 
to prevent such removal, and alleged that 
two-thirds of the voters had not voted for 
removal. The writ of prohibition was made 
absolute, but before this was done the 
County Court had removed all the records 
from Danville to Montgomery City. When 
the County Court made answer, here, they 
did not state that they had removed the 
records. Such is the showing made and 
for such reasons to-day’ the order of at- 
tachment issues.
